Dr Brandt Delivered Inspir- 
ing Address on Happiness 



"The world is expectant and looks to 
the universities of the world for light 
in a dark and unparallellcd period," 
aid Dr. John R. Molt, Ph.D. (Cor- 
nrll); hon. A.M. (Yale); hon. LL.D. 
(Edin. and Princeton): F.R.G.S.. 
general secretary of the World's Stu- 
dent Christian Federation since 1 895, 
in an address before the McGill Cana- 
dian Club yesterday afternoon in the 
Assembly Hall of the R.V.C. 

Dr. Mott, who for many years has 
been a repeated visitor to nearly every 
country of the world, has had an en- 
viable opportunity to study social, in- 
dustrial, economic and religious condi- 
tions. Since the war his attention has 
been especially attracted to the rela- 
tions of students in the Near East. 
His broad and clear insight into the 
international affairs has brought him 
into close proximity with members of 
all branches of modern society. Like 
many noted men, he realizes that a 
wave of pessimism has come over the 
world since the cessation of hostilities 
of the Great War. Intellectual peo- 
ple of every nation wonder what the 
future has in store in religion, politics, 
world peace, and the like. It was on 
these weighty subjects the guest of 
honour spoke "I thought I saw un- 
(inalled suffering when I visited one 
prisoners' camp after another in Eu- 
ope before the United Slates made her 
entry into the world-wide struggle. 1 
thought I saw misery in all of its most 
deplorable forms among the warring 
peoples of Europe and Asia, but my 
recent travels in the same countries of 
Eastern Europe since 1918 have caused 
me to alter my opinion. More people 
have died during the past twelve 
months than in a similar -war period 
when the casualty list was at its high- 
est peak." People have been dying 
by the thousands from typhus and oth- 
er diseases brought on by lack of food, 
clothing and proper bodily attentions. 

"What will be the attitude of the 
outside world to these unfortunate and 
war-stricken nations? Bolshevism has 
attracted the kindly attention of all 
members of the Anglo-Saxon race. It 
has stood for some of those principles 
which the English have held dear and 
sacred. For this reason all Bolshe- 
vists are admired. These good prin- 
ciples play but a small part in their 
programme. Ninctccn-twcnticths of 
Bolshevism is a malignant disease and

The honour to be considered the best 
balanced student from the largest and 
most populous province in Canada is in- 
deed great.

Syd. Pierce, B.A., Law '25. 
Among those to apply for a simila 
Rhodes Scholarship in other province 
is Douglas Borden, of Science '24. 

Any student may apply for this schol 
arship, provided that he is over 19 year 
of age and under 26. and is a British sub 
jeot, a resident for at least six month 
within the province, and at least in hi: 
sophomore year. The qualifications tak 
en into consideration arc not merely aca 
demie. A man's powers as an athlete are 
taken into consideration, his ability as 
an organizer, and executive officer are 
all counting factors. 

In the past many McGill graduates and 
undergraduates have carried off the right

Last night, in the Union, the McGill 
Track Club held a meeting at which a 
large number of the members were pres- 
ent. Several items of importance were 
attended to, and some given over to con- 
siderable discussion. 

The first subject brought up was the 
advisability of substituting' the javelin for 
the hammer event in the Intercollegiate 
meet. Coach Van Wagner was called 
upon to express his views, and he explain- 
ed to the men the chief characteristics of 
the two events. Although the hammer 
throw has always taken a place on the 
programme of events at the principal 
intercollegiate meets, both in Canada and 
the U.S.A., its populrity has been 
steadily decreasing until it is now faced 
with elimination. 

Coach Van Wagner went on to point 
out that it requires a man of a particular 
build and strength to handle the hammer 
properly, and to attain anything like per 
fection requires an immense amount of 
practice. Naturally a college man can 
not afford to devote such a lengthy 
period of time to mastering the hammer 
and this is probably the chief reason for 
ts unpopularity. . 

In speaking of the javelin the Coach 
said that as yvt it had not received 
much attention, but nevertheless he hoped 
lo interest a considerable number of men 
in its possibilities. Closing, he said that 
he would favour the substitution of the 
avclin for tine hammer, but would pre 
fcr to let the change wait for a year, 
during which the javelin would be de 
vclopcd. 

A vote was taken, and the members 
were unanimous for the proposer change 
\ccordingly the McGill Club's resolution 
will be brought to the attention of the 
other interested universities. 

The second matter attended to, was 
that concerning the. 220 yard hurdles. It 
was decided to feature this event in the 
University meet, and then confer with 
the C. I. T. U. as to the advisability 
of including it in the intcrcollcgitae meet. 

The subject of walking races did not 
meet with much enthusiasm, and it was 
bought that MrGill men would hardly 
turn out in sufficient numbers to warrant 
interest being taken in it. 

The pictures of the track team are 
ready, and all men desirous of procuring 
same are urged to come forward at once. 

The secretary wishes to bring to the at- 
tention to the track men that a consider- 
able number of towels and a couple of 
track suits are still out, and he is anx- 
ious for them to be turned in at once.

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THE MASK WEARERS 



• When we first opened our eyes and started to squall with all the 
might of our infant lungs, we did not realize that we were playing 
our first role in the drama of human life. But was this not the case? 
Shakespeare certainly was not' very far from the absolute truth 
"when he wrote : 

• . ."All the world's a stage. 

And all the men and women merely players." 
But how many of us arc playing our true and natural parts? 
After, a littJe consideration on this matter we have come to the con- 
clusion that we are a nation of mask wearers, for as we look around 
us we sec. many men and women who have hidden their real selves 
under a mass of exterior falsehoods. Because of pride, conceit or 
^■^mfcltion, they arc going ihrough life wearing false faces; acting 
parts that arc not their own: often fooling the general public; and 
even at times unwittingly fooling themselves. However, the time 
for unmasking usually comes; the false faces are ripped off and the 
•wearers arc found to be veritable contradictions of appearances. 

Here, for instance, is the prosperous-looking man, richly clothed, 
rolling along in a limousine and looking an example of perfect pros- 
perity. Mis house is mortgaged to the hilt and bills by the four 
score and ten are unpaid. He is in fact the father of a family of 
mask wearers, for his sons and his. daughters arc acting wrong parts. 
They have all sacrificed their true selves upon the altar of social 
appearances. 

" There is the fop. with his ultra-fashionable clothes — violent tie, 
brilliant shirt and all other appendages. He anoints his hair with 
sweet (?) smelling ointment: cultivates an unnatural accent; carries 
a tooth-pick cane and thinks that he is a gentleman. He tries to 
£ hide his inanimate insensibility under this exterior garb. The re- 
- sults-of his efforts aren't worth a German mark in a St. James street 
pawn shop. 

On the othec hand there is the much-discussed female flapper, 
■ with her bobbed hair, her powder and paint, her lisp and her cigar- 
ette habit. Sometimes she is just what she seems — a brainless bit 
of femininity. More often, however (and this is very fortunate), she 
is a slave to style and fad. She eventually comes to her senses; 
acts her true part and show; the world that she .possesses brains 
and the spirit of true womanhood. 
There is also the case of the man with monev who lives like the 
;•' poorest beggar of the streets. He is as bad as the rest for he is 
I %ing false colour?. He worships gold and instead of turning his 
I wealth into useful channels, where it may bring good to himself and 
to others, be keeps it close within his fist. The day of reckoning 
1 •comes and he passes out of earthly existence, unnoticed and unwept, 
a It is merely the departure of another actor who played the wrong 
part in life, wearing the. mask of deception. 

And thus we could go on without end, citing parallel incidents 
, and showing how many masqueraders there arc around us and even 
• among us. But what would be the use? The point is namely this: 
' Let us try, as we act in this great drama, to play our true parts. Let 
: us see that idiotic conventions and unnatural social barriers do not 
overcome our own true personalities. Let us, moreover, be frank 
and honest in our dealings with our fellow men, for deception is the 
cause of strife and hard-feeling. 

The future may witness uatold changes but today we are -a 
ation of mask wearers. Can we ever become a nation of true 
actors?

An Open Letter From "The Dilet- 
tante" to Certain Members of the 
National Council of Women 

Estimable Ladies: — 

With very few exceptions the var- 
ious women's organizations of this Do- 
minion perform a unique and valuable 
service to the State. As everyone 
knows full well there are certain social 
phenomena which are best treated with 
a feminine touch. Since the recent 
complete emancipation of your sex 
bauds of conscientious women in this 
country have wrought enormous and 
beneficial changes in the lot of the un- 
married mother, of the released con- 
vict, of the sick and the maimed and 
the feeble-minded. Merc men have 
been seeking amelioration in these 
fields for centuries and they have 
merely blundered. You have at least 
achieved a measure of success. 

But necessary reform, ladies, can so 
easily develop into fanaticism. Ccr- 
tain (actor.-, of the national life arc 
within the scope of any institution or- 
ganized (or the social betterment of 
the people, certain others arc as dis- 
tinctly without these bounds. Lit- 
erature is very much without, and yet 
some (if your number were recently 
short-sighted enough to urge the adop- 
tion of a résolut inn calling upon the 
Dominion Government to establish a 
book-censorship, 

Of course you are by no means the 
first to express such an opinion, an 
opinion based, it would seem, on a 
misconception of literature. The 
words of a certain McGill professor 
cannot be quoted too often. "Litera- 
ture is not the prerogative of a bunch 
of long-haired men and short-haired 
women; it is the spontaneous expres- 
sion of the whole race." Ladies, do 
you know what happens when you 
tamper with the liberty of popular ex- 
pression? The two effects arc some- 
what similar. 

We are quite able to understand that 
there are certain books which arc not 
nice lo read. We have even known 
certain people who were deeply shock- 
ed at certain rather crudely realistic- 
passages to be found in the Old Testa- 
ment. Util these people were pos- 
sessed of common sense and instead of 
inaugurating a campaign for the im- 
mediate suppression oi these passages, 
i Itrv passed on, and revelled in the 
''Psalms" or the "Book of Job." That 
is the way lb' deal with literature. 
There arc at present to the best of our 
knowledge no laws compelling any 
citizen to read any book, which he or 
she does not approve of. If one is 
shocked at the broad morals oi a new 
novel one has merely to lay it aside. 
Leave obviously obscene publications 
to the Customs Officials; they will 
look alter them, and in the meantime, 
bands off the noblest medium of hu- 
man expression, 



It has been said before that M. 
Foumicr never allowed his apprecia- 
tion of the best in literature to be 
blinded by his sentiments as an ardent 
nationalist. To the very end he never 
hesitated to declare that it was worse 
than fatuous to imagine that a few 
score productions of average talent 
could properly be elevated under the 
title of a French-Canadian literature. 
More than that he was never tired of 
dinning into the naturally unwilling 
cars of his compatriots the mournful 
truth that no literature of any worth 
is likely to be produced among a peo- 
ple whose, ability even to appreciate 
good literature is more or less non- 
existant, and though M. Fournier was 
speaking here only to French-Cana- 
dians his remarks might be applied not 
inaptly throughout the whole field of 
Canadian literature. Would that there 
were more critics of the mould of 
Fournier to point out the straight and 
narrow path of artistic perseverance 
and perfection instead of acclaiming 
every succeeding emanation of the 
second-rate fiction-scribbler as the 
novel of the age. 

M. Fournier was blessed with an- 
other gift so often lacking to the critic 
of the written word — a broad and hu- 
manistic foundation of literary knowl- 
edge. In the preface to "Mon En- 
crier" bis life-long friend and co- 
worker, Olivar Assclin of the fighting 
twenty-second, pays tribute to the as- 
siduity of his efforts to become more 
than a mere dabbler in the literature 
of France. The clarity of his diction 
and the precise manner in which he 
piles phrase upon phrase betray the 
fact that he had obviously more than 
a bowing acquaintance with the criti- 
cal work of men like Faguct and Brun- 
ncticrc. 

Turn to whatever fragment you will 
in "Mon Encrier," whether it be a ra- 
ther headstrong proclamation of na- 
tionalism or merely the quiet and dig- 
nified "execution" of a novel of infer- 
ior merit and you will find this inval- 
uable combination of a man of cour- 
age and a man of letters, for it always 
requires courage to pour just the right 
amount of cold water down the backs 
of the herd at the crucial moment. 
Good Catholic though he is, even the 
church has no terrors for him, and he 
docs not hesitate to admonish her 
when he considers that she stands in 
the way of the intellectual development 
of his people. In years to come 
French-Canadians may well look hack 
upon Jules Fournier as the dauntless 
young progenitor of their school of 
criticism.

into his trousers pocket and jingle 
the odd change about. How that 
sound must have pleased his noble 
ears! What music it must have been 
to him! And how refreshed he must 
have felt as he turned again to his man- 
uscript! Vet it is not tor its own sake, 
he hastens to tell us, that he loves 
money, lie loves, in the first place, 
the stimulation and excitement of the 
struggle for its acquirement; and sec- 
ondly; he knows that the possession 
of money means power. Success, 
money, power: these are his holy trin- 
ity. 

It is strange, then, to learn from his 
pen that tile three great secrets of hap- 
piness, arc "To do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly." In urg- 
ing the unstrained quality of mercy, 
he states that the successful man "al- 
ways knows that at some time in his 
career he, too, may need a merciful 
interpretation of a financial situation." 
This at least is written irom the heart. 

In another essay, however, we learn 
that "the battles of business arc real 
duels on which realities of life and 
death and fortune or poverty and even 
of fame depend. ' Men fight with pre- 
cipices behind." The doing justly and 
the love of mercy seem lo be forgot- 
ten here. 

On the whole, wc must conclude 
that the laudable hopes so ardently 
expressed in the Publishers' Note have 
not come within measurable distance 
of realization. The ideals held out by 
the author are certainly very far from 
being the highest; the maxims arc 
platitudes; and the style is flat and un- 
inspired. Wc would not recommend 
a friend to read it, and hope that no 
misguided person will attempt to take 
this volume as a guide lo Success— or 
the other place.

MON ENCRIER 

By Jules Fournier 

Most English-Canadians have prob- 
ably never heard of the late M . Jules 
Fournier, for at no time in the his- 
tory of this country have the two pre- 
dominating races made more than 
purely formal advance on the road to 
a common interest in their respective 
literatures. Yel this same Jules Four- 
nier while yet a .struggling journalist 
in his late twenties was brought to the 
attention of the French Academy as 
being by common accord the best 
French stylist among all the two mil- 
lions of his fellow-countrymen. More 
than that Jules Fournier was that most 
invaluable handmaiden of any litera- 
ture, most particularly a nascent one, 
a (earless and competent critic. Fol- 
lowing upon his early death a few 
years ago his widow has just publish- 
ed two volumes of his selected essays, 
lu "Mon Encrier" wc get a compre- 
hensive view of the real Jules Fournier. 

I he first volume is devoted in the 
main to articles of a political nature, 
and it is quite obvious that the author 
was not the sort of diluted patriot who 
confines his activity to indiscriminate 
flag-waving and the mere verbal en- 
couragement of a literature. At an 
early age M. Fournier incurred the 
wrath of certain French-Canadian poli- 
ticians of influence in this province. 
All politicians, as is well known, have 
far too much influence, in this province. 
The battle waged iast and furious, but 
;:s the outcome of it alt Fournier was 
sentenced to three months in the Que- 
bec jail as a political offender. But 
Messieurs les ministres had not heard 
the last of their young journalist, for 
after his release he published a most 
delightful little work strongly reminis- 
cent of Xavier de Maistrc entitled 
"Mes Souvenirs de Prison," in which 
to point the proverb, that he laughs 
best who laughs last. Fd gladly spend 
three years in the Quebec jail if I 
thought I could write anything ap- 
proaching "Mes Souvenirs dc Prison" 
on my release. 

However important his work as a 
critic of his countrymen's political mo- 
rality or the lack of it,.wc must neces- 
sarily be more interested in Fournier 
'he literary critic. 



SUCCESS 

By Lord Beaverbrook 

The contents of this little volume 
are reprinted from- a series of weekly 
articles written by Lord Beaverbrook 
for one of his London journals, and 
purpose to be at once an inspiration 
and a guide for the young man setting 
out to make his way in the world. 
The book consists of fourteen short 
essays on such subjects as Happiness, 
Luck, Moderation, Money, Courage, 
Failure, Calm, and other more or less 
related subjects. In reprinting these 
articles in a more permanent form the 
publishers appear to be actuated by 
the noblest idealism and the loftiest 
motives. In a short note at the be- 
ginning of the volume they express 
their confidence that "He who buys 
'Success', reads and digests its pre 
cepts, will find this inspiring volume 
a sure will-tonic. It '■■ill nerve him 
to be up and doing. 0 ivill put such 
spring and go into liim that he will 
make a determined start on the road 
which, pursued with perseverance, 
leads onwards and upwards to the de- 
sired goal— SUCCESS." 

It is not a pleasant thing to see the 
pious hopes of good men come to 
nought; and it was with some trepida- 
tion, wc must confess, that we turned 
to the body of the book to see if such 
enthusiastic confidence was to be jus 
tificd. We are afraid, however, that 
although the publishers have wished 
to provide a work that will be a guide, 
philosopher, and friend to Youth as 
he winds his weary way along the 
thorny road to Success, they have al

With the exception of a few original 
observations, which arc cither immora 
or silly, the advice given is a rcpeti 
tion of age-old platitudes — the good 
old homely dope that the successful 
business man hands out when he tells 
you, with the air of having discovered 
a great new truth, that time is money 

"Money," to quote from Beaver- 
brook, "the word has a magical 
sound." Wc can imagine the noble 
lord's eyes glistening as he pens that 
nhrasc, pausing perhaps t* reach down 



comic playwrights seem to get an extra- 
ordinary number of harmlessly funny sit- 
uations out of the least of the seven 
deadly sins. 

"Les Bleus de l'Amour" has no out- 
standing points of its own. In fact, tak-

NEIGHBOURS 

By Robert Stead 

A Canadian who knows something 
about his country is at a decided ad- 
vantage in finding novel settings for 
stories. When he has the facile pen, 
and the keen sense of humour of Rob- 
ert Stead, coupled with sound knowl- 
edge of the conditions surrounding 
his scenes and genuine sympathy for 
his characters, he must necessarily do 
good work. 

Robert Stead was very much at 
home in "The Cowpuncher" and "The 
Homesteaders." Those two- books, 
which have historical value as well as 
merit as fiction, have made, their au- 
thor well known in Canada. There 
may be a little of Ralph Connor in his 
work, but he is in no sense an imita- 
tor: his pictures of the West are con- 
vincing and original- 

In "Neighbours", after he has got 
his characters started for the West, 
Mr. Stead is splendid. His story 
flows along .with no interruption in the 
interest, with nothing artificial or forc- 
ed to mar its simplicity. 

But his first two chapters are la- 
mentable. They attempt to portray 
childhood of the men and women

not ring true. It is unfortunate that 
so many authors see fit to attempt to 
portray child-life; only a few, such as 
Maud Diver, are ever really successful. 

Once the four settlers, two young 
men and their sisters, get into a colon 
ist car headed for Regina, the book 
becomes positively gripping. Even 
the happy ending fits in naturally. The 
character-drawing is faithful and pleas 
ing, and there is no overdevelopment 
of any incident. Humour, both Eng- 
lish and American, sticks out all over 
the last part of the book. "Jake," an 
old-timer on the prairies, furnishes the 
American fun by practical jokes; 
"Spoof," an Englishman, by his sly 
digs at his friends, and especially by 
the "howlers" he tries out on his fa 
ther. in England (such as shooting i 
"Chinook" to send the skin home to 
"the governor") makes himself dear to 
the heart of the reader. 

The book is not sensational. 
"Neighbours" sets no big moral ques- 
tions for solution, and makes no at- 
tempts at the erotic. Mr. Stead is a 
writer of charm; all his books arc sane, 
clean and interesting. "Neighbours" 
while no great literary achievement, 
is a pleasing story.

as such it should be treated by the 
rest of the world until it is properly 
cured . 

"Some people say that Europe is 
dead. It is not dead — it is sick, and 
with a sickness we should associate 
with suffering. When this suffering 
is over there is a future in store. New 
.nations have sprung into life within 
the last few years and months; old 
ones have been reborn. What will be 
the future of these new States? 

"My admiration for England in 
.creases with leaps and bounds as 
continue to find out the marvellous 
strides her governments have made to 
benefit the condition of the people oi 
Africa," said the speaker, 

"People have said that China is 
changeable. China is changeable; in 
fact, it is the most changeable country 
in Asia. There is only one country 
. in Europe which will compare with it 
in this respect. If you were asked 
what is the most changeable country 
in Europe you would probably agree 
with mc and say, Russia. She is 
most plastic; she is dangerously plas- 
tic. 

"On one of my last stops in Russia 
Ï was talking with a Russian who has 
great confidence and trust in his homc- 
, land. He and I were discussing at 
' length the rapid transformation which 
has swept over his part of the conti- 
nent. Before I left him he said. You 
cannot understand Russia, but you can 
believe in Russia' 

**In the present student bodies I 
think we must look to for help. It is 
a certain result of the war that people 
are not going to go back to the old- 
time frozen conventional ways. In 
the universities of the United States, 
Canada, Great Britain, France and oth- 
er large countries arc the coming lead- 
ers. If students the world over arc 
brought together international condi- 
tions will be bettered. The World 
Federation of Colleges planted in forty 
countries with a membership of over 
a quarter of a million professors and 
students will, if supported more vig- 
orously, help to solve the colossal 
problems gnawing at world peace to- 
day. Tt would tend to cement all cit- 
izens together, or to put it in Biblical 
terms, make them brothers. The pro- 
gramme of this world organization is 
one which will satisfy. It has prin- 
ciples — not rules. 

"To say that the world is expectant 
of some better and more stable future 
is true and is evident in all parts a^d 
among most people of today. A cur- 
ious fact was impressed on me a few- 
days ago, when I was crossing the Pa- 
cific; by a few days ago 1 mean last 
February when I was en route to Asia. 
Aboard the same vessel were a number 
of the Japanese delegation in the 
Washington Conference'. In the 
course of a conversation with a Jap- 
anese Admiral, who was not a C hris- 
tian. I was talking about the apparent 
Unrest which seems orevaleut in in.inv 



quarters of the world. At the close 
of our talk the admiral turned to mc 
and said: 'We must now turn to the 
leaders of religion for guidance.' Docs 
this not appear a strange statement 
from one who is not a Christian? 

"Many of us go to church regularly 
every Sunday and stand to say, 'I be- 
lieve in God the Father Almighty. 
What is meant? Do they really be 
lieve in God or is it a mere conven- 
tional habit? It often is, but it should- 
n't be. 

"Some time ago T was talking with 
Viscount Grey on international peace 
To his opinion we want moral domi 
nance in international affairs. Vis- 
count Grey went on to explain what 
be meant by International Dominance. 
It means a proper place lor Jesus in 
international relations. It is my firm 
belief that if this suggestion of Vis- 
count Grey were carried out that more 
progress would be made at the Lau- 
sanne Convention now in progress. 

"If a person says that future world 
peace does not lie in Christian prin- 
ciples, then I should like to know in 
what it lies. If you had followed mc 
through the homes of Mahometans 
you would not look to Mahometans 
for inspiration. It cannot come from 
Buddhism. 

"We should be able to think in terms 
of internationalism, and feel in terms 
of international feeling. We have 
heard a lot of the international mind, 
but not too much about it. In this 
respect the Germans and the French 
students are setting an example. Dur- 
ing the past year several conferences 
have been held by students of these 
two nations. They have discussed 
methods of obtaining a permanent 
peace; discussed causes which brought 
about the late war and how similar 
wars can be avoided in the future. 
Englishmen arc now joining in these 
conferences." 

At the conclusion of the address, E. 
C. Amaron. president of the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society, moved a vote of 
thanks to the speaker, which was sec- 
onded by Cecil Teakle, president of 
Arts '24. The meeting was presided 
over by R. K . Jones, president of the 
McGill Canadian Club.
